SURPRISING. RESULTS 

In an effort to leam conclusively 
what effect certain foods have upon

MALNUTRITION 


The properly nourished child, or 
the child with good nutrition is ac- 
tive physically and mentally; he is 
happy and good-natured; his colour 


| is good and his eyes are bright; his 


appetite is good, and his weight is 
likelly above the average for his age 
and height. 

The malnourished child, the child 
who is suffering from what we call 
malnutrition, lacks one or more of 
the chanacteristics of the normal 
dhild.. His skin may turn pale; dark 
circles may ‘be noticed under his eyes 
he is either cnanicy and irritable, or 
dull; his appetite may be poor and 
he is usually constipated; he is likely 
below the average weight, and his 
posture is poor. 


Malnutrition is not. an uncommon’ 


condition. It occurs in varying de- 
grees of severity, and it is seen in 
children from fall types of homes, 
When nutrition is mentioned, the 
firat thought is naturally as to what 


{the child eats, and many persons 


jump ‘at the conclusion that malnu- 
trition means that the child does not 
get enough to eat. The child cannot 
be properly nourished without proper 
foods, and in some cases, malnutri- 
tion is due to the child's not securing 
sufficient food. 

Rarely is an’ insufficient quantity 
of food ‘the cause. Malnutrition is due 
practically always to an improper 
selection of foods. It may be that 
over-indulgence in sweets, and eat- 
ing between ‘meals destroy the appe-

IN THS PROVINCE 


HORACE L. SEYMOUR 
Provincial Director of Town Planning 
Article 10. 

Town Planning Commissions 


Some of the duties of the Provin- 
cial Town and Rural Planning Ad- 
visory Board are: 

To co-operate with any local or 
ruray authority in formulating and 
carrying into effect any official town 
plan or any (planning scheme; and to 
promote in any commumity a pride in 
the amenities of its neighbourhood. - 

The Board feels that it can best, 
assist by encouraging the appoint- 
ment of Town Planning Commissions 
in cities and towns and in some in- 
stances also in villages. Where sev- 
eral authorities are concerned a “Re- 
gional Planning Corhmission” may be 
appointed. 

Experience shows that town plan- 
ning activities can best be carried on 
where there is a Town Planning Com 
mission with which the Provincial 
Board and Provincial Director are 
both able and ghad to co-operate. 

A year ago'in the United States 
there were over 750 communities in- 
terested in planning; over 650 had 
official planning commissions. In 
Canada there are already a consider- 
able number of commissions in the 
various Provinces with a dozen or 
more in Ontario, several in Saskat- 
chewan, and in Vancouver and other 
municipalities of British Columbia. 
In Alberta there are now 14 commis- 
sions. Other municipalities have nam- 
ed commissions but they have not 
yet been officially appointed.
